“All foods are In’ the shortest
supply since the beginning of
the war and with ‘military de-
mands increasing, the situation
will be worse before it becomes
better.”

vegetables and process them at
a very low cost. There will be
more pressure cookers available,
and an adequate supply of jars
and lids is promised. Custom
canning of vegetables and fruits
will probably be possible as in
the past two years in certain
areas.

Canning frcilities won’t do
much goad if there are no vege-
tables, so plan for them now.

Seed

With the = exception of  pars-
nips, onions, ‘and sweet corn,
vegetable -seeds which you car-

.| ried-over from last year will be

satisfactory, if they have been
kept dry. Many will be good for
several years. Plant a little
thicker to offset a moderate de-
crease in  germination percent-

| age. Onion and sweet corn:may
| be good :the second year, but

plant twice as thick to ‘assure
a stand. Always use new parsnip
seed.
Sunshine

Full sunshine on the garden
area is essential for' rapid
growth and maximum yield, If
full 'sunlight areas are limited,
plant tomatoes, beans, peppers,
sweet potatoes, cucumbers, sweet
corn, eggplant, and winter
squash in those places.  Leaf
lettuce, chard, and  particularly
spinach, will do fairly well with

| partial shade.

Water Competition |
Tree and shrub roots will be
found extending long  distances
from the trunks. They frequent.
ly are a serious competitor for
the fertilizer and: water you-ap-
ply to the garden, so get as
far away as possible. A ‘trench
two-feet deep dug hetween the
garden area and the trees or
shrubs will cut off most of
their roots and if at lgast ten
feet from trees, and a shorter
